NOTICE OF GOVERNMENT’S NON¬ 
OPPOSITION TO DEFENDANT 
MICHAEL LACEY’S MOTION FOR 
RELEASE OF FUNDS (DOC. 385) 


Defendant Michael Lacey, by and through his counsel, filed a Notice of Motion and 
Motion for Release of Funds on November 16, 2018 (“Motion), which challenged the 
government’s seizure of certain bank accounts on the basis that those bank accounts held 
funds untraceable to Backpage.com, EEC (“Backpage”) and the accidental transfer of 
Backpage-related funds into those accounts was the result of a clerical error by the 
transferor about which Mr. Lacey had no knowledge until his accounts were seized. {See 
Doc. 385.) In light of Mr. Lacey’s inability to pay for his defense or fulfill his financial 
obligations, Mr. Lacey requested an expedited hearing of his Motion. {See id.) 
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Based on the date the Motion was filed, the Government should have filed its 
opposition no later than November 30,2018. The Government has not filed any opposition 
to the Motion. Further, the Government has not sought any extension of its deadline to 
respond to the Motion. Because the time for submitting an opposition or a request for an 
extension has passed, the Motion is unopposed. 

Consequently, Mr. Lacey respectfully requests that this Court grant all relief sought 
in the Motion.
